•Douglas MacArthur reported to the 
War Department Thursday his belief 
that thousands of Japanese soldiers 
drowned in the surprise raid of his 
little airforce on Subic Bay, north of 
Bafaan Peninsula fighting front in 
the Philippines.

Strikes Still

An audience of 130 million sits in on 


the War Labor Board's fact finding 
hearings on the "little steel" dispute 
involving 175,000 workers. That aud- 
ience grants the nominal importance 
to both sides of "union security" and 
a $1 a day wugu increase. But above 
all that audience demands that not 
one of those 175,000 workers lose one 
hour's work. 


After Japan struck, labor pledged: 


no strikes; industry pledged: no lock- 
outs. 


Yet unofficial War Department sta- 


tistics indicate man-days lost in strikes 
on Army war orders will total 32,700 
for the first 26 days of February. 


The 32,700 man-days lost last month 


may not seem important compared 
with hundreds of thousands of man- 
days lost each month before Pearl 
Harbor. But they are important to 
that audience of 130 million. And 
the fact that time lost increased over 
Januarj—when "only" 8000 man-days 
on Army contracts were wasted—docs 
not case the situation.

Perhaps granting of "union secur- 


ity" 
demands would work hardship 


on employer.

Government May 
Soon Take Tires 
From Civilians 


Asserts Henderson 
in Report to Senate 
Investigating 
Group 


WASHINGTON -(/!>,- Leon Hen- 


derson, director of civilian supplies, 
told a Senate Defense Investigating 
Committee Thursday that not a single 
pound in crude rubber would be availi 
able for tires for upwards of 30 miU 
lion passenger cars now in operation 
and officials discussed the possibil- 
ity of requisitioning tires now on 
cars of ordinary citi/cns. 


Painting a dismal picture in mark- 


ed contrast to the recent testimony by 
Jesse Jones, Henderson estimated that 
rubber requirements for the U. S. 
in the next two years would be about 
2 million tons whereas the most op- 
tomistic estimate of supply from all 
sources was from 1,400,000 to 1,500 - 
00 tons. 


Jones told the committee: 
"I think we will be getting enough 


rubber next year, if we are careful 
with what we have and with what 
we can get. I do not mind observing 
that I think by the end of 1943 and 
the first of 1944 at the most, we ought 
to be getting all the rubber we need 
out of the Far East." 


He also forecast synthetic rubber 


capacily of 400,000 tons annually by 
the end of 1943. 


Henderson told the senators it would 


bo al/nosl.a. Ji)iracle-'JJ such' a goal 
was achieved and warned against ex- 
pectation of increasing supplies by 
imports of rubber from producing 
areas in the Pacific, now in Jap- 
anese hands. 


Trucman (D.-Va.) told Henderson, 


as he spoke of the possibility of ra- 
tioning all gasoline and requisition- 
ing tires now on private cars: 


"You'll run into :j lot of trouble 


if you ever try that." 


Truman added thai citizens would 


resist any such action unless con- 
vinced that it was essential in order 
to win the war.

Says Churchill 
to Be Replaced 


Reliable Source 
Says Cripps to 
Lead British

LONDON—(/?}—An extremely relia- 


ble and well-informed political source 
commenting on the failure of recent 
cabinet changes due to public and 
parliamentary criticism, said Thursday 
there was every likelihood that Sir 
Stafford Cripps would replace Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill. 


This source went so far as to pre- 


dict that Churchill, whose speeches 
pulled Britains together in the bitter 
summer of 1940 and made him one of 
the modern world's greatest figures, 
would 
be 
unseated 
within three 


months. 


After bitter Parliamentary debate 


it must be emphasized ihat while he 
is vastly popular in the U. S. he 
sleadily lost strength of his hold on 
Britons since the fall of Crete. 


Sir Stafford, on the other hand, has 


grown in statue as the result of his 
work as ambassador to Russia. 


Sipady growth of an opposition 


camp in Parliament as described by 
this source of this speculation is all 
the more important since it transends 
party lines. 


He said the opposition was based on 


these points: 


1. The sending of the Prince of 


Wales and Repulse lo Malaya after a 
warning that the warships would find 
indifferent air support there. 


2. Placing Lord Bcaverbrook in a 


position which he allcdgedly alienated 
the fighting services and industries. 


3. The Prime Minister's exercise of 


his own judgment in the conduct of 
the war. 


4. Britons, this source asserted, re- 


member that Churchill suggested the 
Gallipoli campaign in the World war 
and arc nol very strong for civilians 
ovcriding the opinions of military men.

The Red Cross says that since Pearl 


Harbor, more than 55,000 persons have 
donated to the nation's blood bank. 


he following little item isn't in- 


tended to detract one bit from any 
one of Ihose. They've done their bit 
and more. But among them is a 
little group that deserves special men- 
tion in my book. Here's why: 


I have never known a member of 


congress to shy away from "helpful" 
publicity—that is, not until now. But 
up in the Capitol, the number of con- 
gressmen who have volunteered blood 
has reached such a level that Dr. G. 
W. Calvor, Congressional physician, 
has had to organize a Capitol branch 
of flip blood bank. And one specific 
stipulation is that there is to be NO 
publicity about it. 


Typical of the secrecy 
surround- 


ing these donations is the case of Sen. 
Tom Connally, of Texas, 64 years 
old. The senator is no shrinking vio- 
let when it comes to getting his name 
on Page 1. But it was only by chance 
that it leaked out that he had been 
one of the first to get himself okay- 
ed. Today, if you ask him about his 
trip to the blood bank hospital, he'll 
toll you, "1 don't know what you 
are talking about and besides don't 
you make out that contributing to the 
blood bank is a publicity stunt, be- 
cause it isn't."

The communique said the Japanese' 


had numerical superiority both on 
the ground and in the air and that 
a regular front no longer existed be- 
cause of Japanese infiltration tactics, 


While the Dutch made no mention 


of any new landings British quarters 
said Japanese reinforcements had ar- 
rived on the west coast of Java— 
presumably in a thrust towad Ba- 
tavia—and Allied forces immediate- 
ly launched counter attacks. 


The NEI communique said the in-

vaders had captured 
Kalidjait air-- 


drome near Bandoeng, inland head- 
quarters, and at least three towns in 
western Java, 


Another Japanese column striking 


southward from Rembang advanced to 
Bodjanegara, less than 50 miles from 
the big allied naval base at Soeraba- 
ja in eastern Java. 


Still another enemy force took Soer- 


akarta in the center of the island, 
70 miles inland from the Rembang 
beachhead. 


British Lose River Front

Java appeared in its final stages, 
equally dark news came from the 
Burma 
front 
as Japanese assault 


troops stormed across the lower Sit- 
tant river and seized the key rail 
town 60 miles from Rangoon . 


Sittang river, stubbornly defended 


by British and imperial troops, was 
the last natural barrier on the load 
to the Burmese capital. 


With Java seemingly doomed Aus- 


tralia took new alarm over the pros- 
pect of an imminent invasion of the 
large commonwealth. 


The Australian government grave- 


ly weighed the possibility that Wed- 
nesday's raid on the north coast port 
of Darwin by the Japanese wa.s a feel- 
er attack, preliminary to a direct in- 
vasion.

Telegraph gave Java two weeks o£

It was announced by Tokyo head- 


quarters that 30 planes had attacked

warships and bombers may be man- 
euvering to threaten Japan herself 
or peril Japan's far flung lines of 
communications.

•Cellared letters in hand, then read 
them individually 
into a recording 


machine. 


A regular phonograph record is the 


machine faithfully recorded each mes- 
sage to a wife, mother or sweetheart. 
With the message went the Yankee 
twang, southern drawl, or 
clipped 


speecli of each individual in the 
group that represented all sections of 
the country. 


But, in effect ,each "letter" being 


mailed to the folks, said the same 
thing: 


"It won't do a bit of good to worry. 


Mother. 
Everything 
is okay. 
The 


food's good but, boy, I can't wait 
until I can tackle one of your Sun- 
day dinners again. The girls here 
are cute- and they dress well, but give 
me-the ones back in our town. Thanks 
for your-sweU last letter and tell that 
big lummox, Jim, to send one too. 
Give Sis a kiss for me and tell her 
Ml send you all a picture as soon as 
1 have one taken." 


Today some of the records have 


reached their destinations and others 
to more distant points are en route in !

Take Care With 


Tax Deductions 


Allowed $400 for 
Each Dependant 
Under 18 Years 


By ALEXANDER I{. GEORGE

WASHINGTON - Many income tax- 


payers make mistakes in taking cre- 
dit for dependents. 


The head of a family is allowed 


a credit of ?400 for each dependent 
under 18 years of age or physically 
or mentally unable to support him- 
self. 
. ' 


Thousands of income taxpayers who 


have supported jobless or destitute 
relatives have been under the impres- 
sion they could make 5400 deduction 
in all such cases. 


For example, a wage earner or a 


business owner who during 1941 was 
the principal support of his unem- 
ployed 30-year-old brother and his 
fcO-year-old jobless son is not allowed 
dependency credits for either of them 
unless they were physically or mental- 
ly unable to support themselves un- 
der normal circumstances. ' 


If a taxpayer has Ihe status of head 


of family solely because of the ex- 
istence of one or more dependents 
for whom he would otherwise be en- 
titled to the credit of $400, the cre- 
dit of $400 in respect of one of such 


dependents is not allowable. 


For example, a widower who is the 


head, of a family because he is main- 
taining a home for two dependent 
children under 18 is only allowed the 
credit of $400 for one such depen- 
dent. 


Tax officials say there is; also con- 


siderable confusion over head 
of 


family exemptions. In many families, 
two or more wage-earning members 
have sought the $1,500 head of family 
deduction. 


For federal income tax purposes 


there can be only one head of a fam- 
ily. 
In addition to being the chief 


financial support, the head of a fam- 
ily must be related by blood, mar- 
riage, or adoptions lo his dependents. 
And he must have a legal or moral 
obligation lo exercise family control 
over them and provide for their care. 


Thousands of wage earners neglect 


to lake the allowance of 10 per cent 
credit on earned income. On the other 
hand, many taxpayers make ridicu- 
lous deductions for admission taxes 
and automobile expenses. 


A classic case is that of a tax-pay- 


er with an income of $2,000 who claim- 
ed that he paid ?200 in movie admis-

Patterson Makes 
Harry Hopkins 
Look Like Miser

WASHINGTON - A Republican 


who gave up a lifetime federal judge- 
sliip to become Assistant Secretary of 
War in the defense emergency has be- 
come the Nation's No. 1 Spender. 


Robert P. Patterson, now Under 


Secretary of War, is in a spot to make 
Harry Hopkins in his big WPA days 
look like a miserly piker. As chief 
of Army procurement, Patterson will 
disburse sonic $21,000,000,000 in 
the 


next fiscal year. 


That means dishing out about $1, 


750,000,000,000 a month, $58,000,000 a 
day, $2,416,000,000 an hour, $40,200 a 
minute. His monthly spending will be 
almost three limes this country's to- 
tal outlay for the 
Spanish-Amer- 


ican war, and his daily spending will 
be $23,000,000 more than our entire 
expenditure in the war of 1812. 


Nine Big Gullets 
As chief of the Army's eight sup- 


ply services, Patterson 
will direct 


the spending of some sixteen and a 
half billion dollars. In addition he 
will supervise the 
expenditure of 


more than four billions in lease-lend 
funds for military supplies for troops 
of the United Nations. 


Under Patterson's supervision 
arc 


three major and five minor purchas- 
ing agencies of the Army. The "big 
three" are the Ordnance department, 
$7,935,000,000; the Air Corps, $5,000,- 
000,000 and the Quartermaster corps, 
$1,554,000,000. 


Judge Patterson, «. soldier-hero of 


the first World War, went to camp at 
Flattsburg, N. Y., for a military "re- 
fresher" course following the fall of 
France in the summer of 1940. He was 
a buck private, paying his own way 
to train for national defense, when 
President Roosevelt appointed him As- 
sistant Secretary of War. 


A captain and a major of infantry 


in the World War, he won a Distin- 
guished Service Cross for a daring 
daylight raid with two non-commis- 
sioned officers.

and unassuming. He is left-handed, 
an export shot and keen about the 
Garand rifle.

Capital Finds 
Sir John Unique 


Britain's Brain 
Trust' in U. S. Has 
No Nickname

WASHINGTON - Field Marshal Sir 


John Dill, just appointed by Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill to the 
new Uniled Nations' military "brain 
trusr in Washinglon, stands out in 
the Capllal as a unique character be- 
cause there arc practically no anec- 
dotes about him and he has not even 
been tagged with a nickname. 


One British friend, who knows him 


well and also understands the charac- 
ter of the American soldier, said: 


"The soldiers, who served under 


him, like him immensely. If he were 
an American, his soldiers would pro- 
bably affcctionalcly call him 'old Dill 
Fickle.' Bui Ihe British Tommies do 
not even refer to him as Jack." 


Tall, well-built, thin-faced, keen- 


eyed, he is a soldier and nothing bul 
a soldier. He docs nol care for high 
sqciely. 


His Btttdc-Weary Troops 
Cheered Him 
The ncaresl thing to a story about 


him is concerned with the campaign 
of the British and French against, the 
Germans in northern France in 1940. 


Sir John was commander of the 


First Army Corps. One evening at 
'10:30 he received word from London 
that he was to leave al 11 the next 
morning for England, where he was 
to assume the high office of Vice 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff. 


By some mysterious grapevine tele- 


graph the men in his command got 
to know about it The result was that 
all the way from Douui, where he 
had his headquarters, lo Arras, 20 miles 
away, where he was to take .his 
train, the long roadside was lined by 
frantically cheering, if battle-weary, 
troops of his command. 


In 1936 when Palestine was in a 


turmoil, he won a reputation for be- 
ing a "bulldog." Arabs, financed by 
German and Italian agents, were mak- 
ing hitler war on Ihc Jews. There 
were conflicls all over the Holy Land 
and two divisions of British 
troops 


were assigned to the difficult task of 
hunting down the Arabs. Made a 
Lieutenant General, Sir John was giv- 
en the Palestine command. 


He proved so inflexible in his pur- 


suit that the Arab rebel leader offer- 
ed ?2000 for his capture— dead or a- 
live. This sum may not seem much 
to Americans, but lo Ihe Arabs 
it 


When Field Marshal Sir Edmund 


Ironside was retired as Chief of the 
Imperial General Staff in the present 
war, Dill succeeded him. It was just 
before the epic rtreat from Dunkirk. 


The bulk of the battered but un- 


daunled British army got back to Eng- 
land, but all its materiel—tanks, big 
guns, armored cars, anti-aircraft guns 
—had been left behind. It was neces- 
sary lo rcfil this army, parlially wilh 
weapons America could spare. Wilhin 
seven months Sir John Dill had' the 
Jirniy back lo something "like its nor- 
mal self. 


Stationed here in Washington now 


at Ihc direct request of Prime Minister 
Churchill, he is one of four Britons 
on 
the 
new 
"Combined 
Chief of 


Staff" of the Allied nations, which 
is coordinating the joint slralegy or 
action of Allied troops. 


With his practical knowledge of con- 


ditions in India, the Middle East and 
Europe, and with his experience both 
as a fighting soldier in the field and 
as Chief of the Imperial General Staff, 
he was a "natural" for the post.

Conserve Sugar 
for Government 


Restriction Needn't 
Be Kitchen 
Tragedy 


Restricted sugar purchases may be 


inconvenient at first—but they needn't 
be a kitchen tragedy, believe Miss 
Mary Claude Fletcher, county home 
demonstration agent, and offers the 
following suggestions , for conserving 
sugar to prove her point, 


Keep a weather eye out for sugar 


wastes. One of the most obvious is the 
undissolved sugar in the bottom of a 
cup of coffee or tea. Others are over- 
sweetened foods, cajke 
failures—or 


failures of any product containing 
sugar. 


Next, cut down on sugar in least 


noticeable ways first. Experiment to 
see if the amount you've been putting

on your breakfast cereal or in coffee 
and tea is a matter of habit—whether 
you'd be just as happy with half a 
teasooon or so less. Naturally you'll 
need less sugar on a cereal that is 
topped with dried fruit. 


Try eating fewer rich desserts—few- 


er pastries and ' very 
sweet cakes. 


Fresh fruits are among the most nu- 
tritious and desirable of desserts— 
and they carry their own sugar. Can- 
ned fruits come in the class of not- 
too-rich desserts. 
Dried fruits are 


one of the best sources of natural 
sugar. Custards and simple puddings 
are other desserts that use smaller 
amounts of sugar. 


When you sweeten sauces, such as 


applesauce, put the sugar in at the 
end of the cooking time. It will take 
less sugar to get the same sweetness 
if you don't cook the sugar so long. 


And remember that most of us can 


get along on a lot less sugar than 
we have been eating—and still have 
nutritious meals 
that 
taste good. 


Sugar supplies food energy in an ex- 
ceedingly palatable form. But as far 
as energy from food goes, any reduc- 
tion in sugar "can Easily be taken care 
of by increasing quantities of their 
energy-giving foods in the diet. There 
are many other inexpensive energy- 
giving foods that supply, in addition, 
valuable 
vitamins 
and 
minerals. 


Whole-grain cereals are one such food 
group. Starchy vegetables and dried 
fruits are others.

Reports of Progress 
Released by 
County Agent 


The following reports were released 


by Oliver Adams, Hempstead county 
agent, showing ways and means that 
county farmers are aiding national de- 
fense by experimenting and improv- 
ing: 


S. E. Form by herd of beef cattle in 


the Hickory Creek bottom North of 
McCaski!) are receiving u large por- 
tion of their winter feed from a trench 
silo that was filled early last fall 
with Atlas Sargo. Mv. Formby re- 
ports he can gel more feeding out of 
crops in silage tha nany other way. 
This is the second 
filling foi' the 


Formby trench which is about 100 
feet long, 8 feet deep and 10 to 12 feet 


I wide. 


Peanut yields have been measured 


at the Fruit and Truck Branch Ex- 
periment Station near Hope since 193-1 
with the following results for White- 
Spanish Variety: 34 bushels in 1941, 
13 bushels in!940, 55 bushels in 1939, 
90 bushels in 1937, G5 bushels in 1936, 
77 bushels in 1935 and 28 bushels in 
1934. 


The Improved White Spanish gave 


a yield of 36 in 1941, 16 bushels in 
1940 and Gl bushels in 1939. Each year 
the peanuts were planted during the 
period May 1st to 10th, 5 to 8 inches 
apart in the row. and with no fer- 
tilizer but following cotton which 
had been fertilized witn -tun pu 
l>er acre.

Shortage of 
Farm Machinery 


Should Have 
Supply of Nuts, 
Bolts, Washers, Pins 


Having a supply of assorted bolts, 


nuts, washers, and cotter pins will 
save farmers both time and money 
when they actually start repairing 
their farm machinery, says Oliver 
L. Adams, county agent, who added 
that this is also true when the ma- 
chines are used in the field. 


When purchasing repair parts for 


farm machines, needed bolts, nuts, 
washers, or cotter pins are often over- 
looked, he said. 


During the busy season, very few 


working days pass that a boll Ls not 
broken or a nut and washer are not 
lost from some machine, according to 
Earle K. Rambo of the University of 
Arkansas College 
of 
Agriculture. 


Sometimes a piece of baling wire will 
serve as a temporary substitute for 
the missing bolt or nut, but, the Ex- 
tension agricultural engineer pointed 
out, too often the wire becomes a per- 
manent part of the equipment. In 
some cases, he said, the machine has 
to be stopped until it can be properly 
repaired—and this may call for y trip 
to town. 


Rambo said that farmers can make 


considerable saving on gas and oil 
alone, to say nothing of tires and 
time, by purchasing 50 or 100 assorted 
bolts, nuts, and washers, and a simi- 
lar quality of assorted cotter pins and 
having them available for ready use. 
Such an assortment can be purchased 
for as little us ?2. 


When bolts have been replaced and 


the nuts are on tight, it is a good prac- 
tice to put u dab of paint on Ihe end 
of the boll extending beyond the nut. 
This paint will retard rusting, heir, 
keep the nut from working loose, and 
enable the operator to remove it with- 
out much resistance.

New War Tax 


Hit Everyone 


H O P E 


Morgenthau 
Asks Committee 
Approval of 
$9,610,000,000 Bill 


WASHlNGTON-iWj-A. S9>610.000,- 


000 War tax program "to be felt in 
every American home" was laid be- 
fore congress and the nation Tuesday 
by Secretary Morgenthau. 


The new taxes will be severe and 


the empact will be felt in every home, 
the treasury chief told the House 
Ways and Means committee. "War is 
never cheap but it is a million times 
cheaper to win than to lose," he said. 


Additional taxes which he proposed 


would by themselves be greater than 
any ever collected by the federal gov- 
ernment in a single year prior to 
1941. 


"As a down payment on victory Mor- 


genthau asked doubling of most in- 
dividual income taxes with the rates 
so stiff that a single man with an 
income of 52,000 would pay a S230 tax, 
and if he made a million he would 
only be allowed to keep about S100,- 
000. 


Part of the tax probably would be 


deducted from paychecks. 


He recommended higher taxes on 


corporations, plugging so-called loop- 
holes, higher excess taxes, covering 
cigarettes and soda pop, stiffer estate 
and gift taxes, plus two billion dol- 
lars in 
additional 
social 
security 


taxes. 


Together with existing federal taxes 


this program would fulfill President 
Roosevelt's request for 27 billions in 
taxes in the coming fiscal year, the 
treasurer said. 


Morgenthau said the money was 


needed not "only to pay for war ma- 
terials but also to check inflation. -We 
should tax so as to withdraw the 
greatest possible volume of purchas- 
ing power at this time." 


He reiterated his opposition to a 


general sales tax and declared the 
new program should be fair and im- 
posed in accordance with the ability 
to'pay. 


"The cost of this war will have to be 


borne by everyone," he asserted.
